FOR BOND AID 


Harrisburg;. Oct. 6 (AP)—Pennsyl­ 
vania newspapers were praised by 
Don U. Bridge, of the U. S. Treasury- 
W ar Savings staff, for their help 
in promoting W ar Bond sales. Bridge 
said 9,743 papers published 35.000 
full pages of advertising during last 
April’s second W ar Loan drive. 
"Never before in history had so 
much advertising been published to 
sell 
anything,” 
Bridge 
declared. 
’Never before was so much of any­ 
thing sold. Accurate figures for the 
T hird W ar Loan drive are not yet 
available but lineage exceeded the 
April figures by a substantial m ar­ 
gin.” 
The speaker said, "the unpre­ 
cedented cooperation of newspapers 
and their advertisers is particularly 
noteworthy in view of the news­ 
print shortage." 
Advertising Necessary 
"No 
advertising 
campaign 
was 
ever m ore vital to the nation," he 
added. "No advertising has dem on­ 
strated to a greater degree the more 
exalted functions of advertising as 
a necessary social and economic 
force serving the public welfare.” 
Bridge urged continued sales cam ­ 
paigns and pointed out th a t $1,000,- 
000,000 in bonds must be sold each 
month.

Seeking to assure adequate sup- | as much as an aggregate of IO 
plies of apple products for canning, 
the W ar Food Adm inistration today 
took over the county’s supply of ap­ 
ples th a t do not m eet the minimum 
requirem ents for U S. No. 
l ’s 
or 
higher grades by announcing that 
"lower grade apples 
produced 
in 
Adams county can be sold only to 
authorized processors." 
Affected by the order are Adams, 
Cum berland, Franklin, Fulton 
and 
York counties. Carl A. Hiie, 
area 
supervisor of the Food Distribution 
A dm inistration, Harrisburg, said to­ 
day. 
The regulation states th a t "No 
person shall sell or deliver restricted 
apples except to an authorized pro­ 
cessor; and no person other than an 
authorized processor shall purchase, 
accept delivery of, or use restricted 
apples." 
The order however makes some 
exceptions. 
An apple grower "may, 
in each calendar year, sell or deliver 


bushels of restricted apples to other 
than authorized processors, and any 
person or persons may to th a t ex­ 
tent purchase, accept delivery of, or 
use such apples." 
Effective October 4 
Two other exceptions are M cIn­ 
tosh and Delicious apples which may 
rem ain on sale at the fruit stands. 
Adams county’s 
processors 
who 
are "prepared to utilize apples in the 
specified areas may apply to Carl 
A. Hill, 600 North 
Second street, 
Harrisburg, for designation as au­ 
thorized processors. Such processors 
shall be considered ‘authorized pro­ 
cessors’ for ten days following the 
effective date of the order (Monday) 
allowing time for designation w ith­ 
out ceasing operations.

m ay not sell restricted apples to an ­ 
other processor.”

tage to shield the Nazi troops in the 
Eternal City. 
As added protection 
the Hitlerites are surrounded by 
h u n te d ? of thousands of civilians, 
and are encamped in the midst of 
shrines of Christendom and monu­ 
ments which are among the price­ 
less relics of history. 
Tile Allies have sworn to free 
Home. the Vatican and the Pope. 
President Roosevelt the other day 
attributed something of Hie aspects 
of a holy war to this operation, say­ 
ing there were certain elements of 
a crusade in driving out the G er­ 
mans. 
Because of all this, and be­ 
cause the capital city is the center 
of Italy s chief railways, Its capture 
is one of the m ain objectives of our 
campaign. 
Obviously, however, the last thing 
the Allies want is to haw to taler 
Rome by force. 
That would mean 
the deaths of many civilians and the 
destruction of some of the world's 
most cherished heirlooms.

the m aster Bangster should order

Just 
off the western coast of Italy, will 
facilitate the landing of an am ­ 
phibious force above the capital to 
cooperate with Generals Clark and

Still. Hitler might consider it well 
worth while to sacrifice his force of 
occupation in order to keep the 
Allies out of Rome.

DAIRY AND BEEF 


CATTLE RAISERS 


HAVE PROBLEMS 


Some of the county’s cattle pro­ 
ducers and dairy operators are con­ 
vinced that the dark future threat­ 
ening them the last several months 
has not brightened one iota. 
A number of dairymen and cattle 
feeders interviewed during the last 
week were more than ever convinc­ 
ed that—"lf things get worse The 
Times will be printing an advertise­ 
ment from me announcing the sale 
of my stock," as one dairyman put 
it. 
Scarcity of com was the greatest 
problem facing the dairymen and a 
few asserted that if some provision 
is not made to secure com in this 
section they will be unable to keep 
up their present herds. The costs of 


milk production may be met by 
the proposed increase in milk prices, 
they said, but the increase in income 
would mean little lf corn is not 
made more readily available. 
Costs Have Jumped 
The pressure of price ceilings on 
beef sold to butchers on the one 
hand and the increased cost of pro­ 
ducing cattle on the other is forc­ 
ing some loss in the sale of cattle, 
beef feeders assert. Corn costs have 
increased from 62 to 65 cents a 
bushel last year to about $1 now; 
protein feeds have Jumped from 
•45 to $62 a ton, and labor costs have 
Jumped from $65 to about HOO a 
month, the men say. 
If they are to continue in busi- 
t ness, the growers say something 
must be done and quickly by Fed­ 
eral officials. While they are whole­ 
heartedly in support of the war pro- 
! gram, they point out. they cannot 
• operate on a too slender margin of 
profit—or no profit at all.
